Woman seated at table with fruit and flowers. An im- 
portant and typical canvas.

(born in 1849 IN petrograd) 

LE CERCLE (65 x 93 centimetre) 

An interesting figure composition. Men in dark evening 
clothes around a gaming table. The rich red of the car- 
pets and green shaded lights giving a sumptuous color note.

ALBERT BESNARD 

(born 1849 IN PARIS) 

SUR LE LAC (60 X 49 centimetre) 

Two women in a boat, one in white carrying a parasol, one 
in red, which gives a joyous note against the clear blue of 
the lake and distant mountains.

(born 1796 IN PARIS, DIED 1875) 

HAMLET (50% X 834 centimetre) 

An important and authentic canvas. To the left a clump 
of trees against an evening sky that is reflected in the stream 
meandering through the meadow. In the foreground the 
figures of Hamlet and the grave diggers. The entire picture 
surcharged with the poetic mood of the famous master.

JOHN CONSTABLE, R. A. 

(1736-1837) 

“NEAR THE GLEBE FARM — APPROACHING 
STORM” (Overall 38 x 33) 

This canvas is one of the strongest works of this great 
artist, painted in his best style and during his best period. 

A pleasing landscape with river in the foreground, large 
trees at the water’s edge, and seeking shelter from the ap- 
proaching storm is a country wagon. 

The masterly treatment depicting the wind-torn and 
cloudy heavens with the peculiar light foreshadowing the 
breaking of the tempest could only have been executed by 
such a master.

(born 1819 IN ORNANS, FRANCE, DIED 1877) 

PUITS NOIRS, ORNANS (42 x 50 centimetre) 

River flowing between steep verdure-covered rocks, a 
gleam of sky above.

A charming color composition in oil. Ballet dancers on 
the stage giving the sense of spontaneity and movement, for 
which Degas is famous.

LA FORET (21 X 32 centimetre) 

An opening in the woods, where golden sunlight on the 
rough trunks of great trees is accentuated by the blue of the 
sky. A painting of intimate and appealing charm.

JEAN HONORE FRAGONARD 

(1732-1806) 

LES BLANCHISSEUSES 

In the foreground to the right a group of semi-nudes 
reclining under an arched vault, which seems to have been 
used as a steam bath as well as a laundry. Through the 
figure of a boy teasing a dog the eye is carried to the figures 
of washerwomen and the movement of these, from the right 
to the left, is accentuated by the Arch, as well as by the 
distribution of cold and warm colors through the canvas. 
The painting gains strength from the use of the opposing 
upright lines of the column to the right and the standing 
central figure. An' extremely interesting composition fore- 
shadowing the modern use of color and in line, as 

well as giving a charming glimpse of Eighteenth Century 
domestic activity.

VUE DE GIVERNEY (65 x 81 centimetre) 

A sloping hillside with a village at the base and wide 
expanse of fields with haycocks in foreground. A cheerful 
canvas painted in pure colors of green and yellow saturated 
with sunlight.

This exquisite and rare old Dutch painting is done on 
wood and represents a winter scene with people frolicking on 
the frozen lake or watching at shore. In the group, to the 
left, appears the white horse, typical of Isaac van Ostade's 
work, of which comparatively few examples exist, due to 
the early death of the artist.

PORTRAIT OF MARIE de MEDICI 

Size, 68" high by 52" wide 
The artist has represented Marie de Medici as a young 
woman of twenty-one, in court dress. A most important 
work. Signed and dated 1594. 

LOUIS TOCQUE 

(1696-1772) 

PORTRAIT OF LOUIS, DAUPHIN OF FRANCE 

Size, 41" wide by 50" high 
An important canvas of one of the foremost French 
portrait painters.
